Before I began designing our house 
this summer І was in trouble. My phi- 
losophies took me to the sauna tradi- 
tion in Finland. But the local township 
councilors were not interested in a 
Finnish notion that the first building 
ona site could be a symbolic statement 
of a whole yet to be realized. 

I am not quite sure why the tradi- 
tions of Finland are all that important 
to an Australian living in Michigan. 
Perhaps the feelings are somehow 
similar to those of Marc Chagall who 
responded to personal experience by 
replacing within his paintings, the 
graphic memories of his hometown of 
Vitebsk with the skyline of Paris. 

Regardless, the Finnish sauna for 
me is an architectural expression of the 
countryside through the essential 
meanings of three elements of the land- 
scape - forests, rocks and lakes. Тһе 
sauna building is made of wood. The 
fuel is wood, and birch branches for 
sauna whisks are ceremonially gath- 
ered at a particular time in summer. 
Granite rocks support the bearers of 
the sauna building, and provide the 
heatsink. The more than 60,000 lakes in 
Finland seem to ensure that most sau- 
nas are located at the edge of one, and 
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it is the water from the lake that is 
poured onto heated granite. Knowingly 
or unconsciously, the landscape of 
Finland is celebrated in every sauna. 

The excitement of architecture to 
the practitioner and philosopher is the 
breadth and depth of issues that affect 
why people build and why they en- 
rich. It leads us to the place-making 
ideas of Donlyn Lyndon and others, 
but it also leads, in our educational 
settings, to Virginia Stair’s term: “peo- 
plemaking”. 

As a profession, and as part of soci- 
ety, we influence the students who 
come to architecture schools. As archi- 
tectural educators we influence the 
nature of places in which society will 
live, work and play. People and places 
together form situations. In the words 
of Ralph Caplan, “The trajectory of 
design has been moving from the de- 
sign of objects to the design of situ- 
ations in which objects are made and 
used.” 

Central to the philosophy of the 
Department of Architecture at An- 
drews University is anattitude towards 
a responsive architecture that sees 
design as a social process responding 
to the needs and preferences of human 
beings that will live, work and play in 
and around buildings. The architec- 
ture faculty recently met to discourse 
on what might be consensus statement 
defining architecture from a user-re- 
sponsive base. The statement trans- 
lates to educational purpose. 

“Architecture is a physical record of 
the individual and community, pro- 
viding a fabric which clothes and social 
process to accommodate the particular 
aspects of users as participants in the 
drama of life.” 

“As the art and science of building, 
architecture develops the creative inter- 
active process of exchange between 
clients, users and professionals. Itleads 
to buildings that safely and comfort- 
able accommodate life both within a 
budget and with a craftsmanship of 


materials and details.” 

“Across cultural diversity, architec- 
ture defines meaningful spaces for 
human activities so that users can in all 
cases dwell and transform spaces into 
places, and through this fulfillment 
experience delight and the elevation of 
the spirit.” 

Architectural education should 
assist in the life-long process that con- 
cretizes the abstract aspirations of 
human intellect and applies theory to 
actual human situations. The process 
educates members of societies in new 
ways of expression within their cul- 
tures. While cultural and social input is 
seen as integral to the practice of archi- 
tecture, the universal application of 
architectural ideas as considered pos- 
sible only to the extent that there are 
cultural universals exposed within a 
society and by other societies. 

The Andrews University seal in- 
cludes the motto “Spiritus, Mens, Cor- 
pus” — the ideal of a blended develop- 
ment of spirit, mind and body. An 
architecture program on campus con- 
fronts the university community with 
the fact that the subject matter of archi- 
tecture is that basic human experience 
of time and space. In questioning what 
it means to dwell and to havea sense of 
place, architecture not only adheres to 
the classical themes, “spiritus-mens- 
corpus”, but also helps provide the 
grounds for “societas”, thus enhanc- 
ing human life in its various aspects. 

In line with the department of 
architecture’s emphasis on person- 
environment studies, Andrews Uni- 
versity acquired a valuable collection 
of books and reports assembled from 
1965 to 1980 by the Environment Analy- 
sis Group. Knownas the TEAG Collec- 
tion, the 4300 items are on human fac- 
tors, building types, environmental and 
urban studies. The collection is housed 
within the Architecture Resource Cen- 
ter which is also responsible for organ- 
izing book displays for the annual 
meetings of the Environmental Design 


Research Association. Тһе review and 
exhibition procedure maintains a cur- 
rent collection on person-environment 
studies. Architects, researchers and 
students are welcome to use the TEAG 
Collection and other holdings. 

The opportunities for philosophi- 
cal and intellectual discussions within 
the Bachelor of Architecture degree 
program are placed side by side with 
practice necessities for the protection 
of health and safety, energy conserva- 
tion, understanding of construction, 
technological and fiscal responsibili- 
ties. The themes of individual design 
studios are expected to be applied by 
the fifth-year student in a thesis proj- 
ect. Illustrations are included from 
projects completed for this year’s 
Summer graduation. 

In studying the 1985 design by 
Charles Moore and the SOM Chicago 
office for the 1992 Exposition once 
envisioned in Chicago, Martin Smith 
considered there wasa need fora state- 
ment of entrance. The writings of 
Martin Hedegger, Christian Norberg- 
Schultz, Chris Alexander and Violet 
Paget were assembled to create a case 
for a structure of genius loci which 
would begin with the definition of 
boundaries, outer entrance gates anda 
main entry sequence. 

“In creating the site plan for the 
entry to the Fair, there are two consid- 
erations to be made. First, there is a 
system of centers which exist in the 
site. The system is created by land- 


forms, roads, directions of access, water, 
natural high spots, views and trees. 
Second, there is a system of new cen- 
ters which will be created. These in- 
clude the entrance gate, the street, the 
public plaza, and the entrance build- 
ings and other building blocks. Both 
systems of centers existed before the 
time the site plan was started. One 
exists on the site, the other exists in the 
imagination of the people creating the 
project. . . It is the task of the designer 
to find the latent centers and then cre- 
ate new ones which intensify the exist- 
ing centers. . . It is necessary to goto Ше 
place, and in spirit of reflection dis- 
cover the secrets that are there.” (Mar- 
tin Smith)

A student from Panama City, Sid 
Monteso, studied the feasibility for an 
Inter-ocean Aquarium at Ше Pacific 
entrance to the Panama Canal. In his 
building proposal, a sequential experi- 
ence would take users from a gather- 
ing place along the miniaturized canal 
within the aquarium to a platform 
surrounded by the waters of the canal. 
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Le Corbusier wrote on the subjec- 
tive and subsequent experience of 
architecture: “space is the foot that 
walks, the hand that turns, the eye that 
sees.”

Feet onthe pavementis part of archi- 
tecture, for humankind votes with its 
feet within the environment around 
us. As architects we are placemakers — 
needing to avoid the condition that 
when the marching feet arrive “there is 
no there, there”. (Gertrude Stein) 

We turn the head to look for mean- 
ing, and the intellect becomes involved. 
There is an intellectual level to archi- 
tecture when the head is turned by the 
wheels of the mind churning through 
the world of ideas. 

Architecture is also the eye that sees 
- a perceptual level that focuses on 
issues from humanity and the environ- 
ment. The perceptive eye and the 
mind’s image recalls that the subject 
matter of architecture is the basic 
human experience of time and space. It 
gives to all an awareness of our envi- 
ronment, and makes us question what 
it means to dwell and to have sense of 
place. 

The practical level to architecture 
reminds me that I had better get back 
to designing a house by a small lake.

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Neville Clouten is a professor and chair 
of the department at Michigan's newest 
accredited school of architecture, Andrews 
University. His M.Arch comes from Ohio 
State University and his Ph.D. from Ed- 
inburgh University, Scotland. He is a regis- 
tered architect in New South Wales, Austra- 
lia; a Fellow of the Royal Australian Insti- 
tute of Architects and a member of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects. Prior to 
coming to Berrien Springs and Andrews 
University he had a private architectural 
practice in Newcastle, N.S.W., Australia. 

His visiting lecture itinerary has in- 
cluded Harvard, Yale, and Notre Dame in 
the United States and architecture schools in 
London, York, Finland, Australia, Poland 
and Holland. 

When he came to Andrews, а university 
affiliated with the Seventh-day Adventist 
Church іп 1980, there were two architects as 
full-time faculty in the Department of Engi- 
neering Technology. By 1987, the depart- 
ment had 10 full-time faculty teaching 3,400 
credit hours and 5 faculty supported in post 
graduate studies. The school now has a 


Department of Architecture with curricu- 
lum in Architecture and Interiors. The 


B.Arch is а five year program and the В.5.1. 
and B.S.A.S. offer four year degrees. The 
B.Arch program is accredited by the Na- 
tional Architectural Accrediting Board and 
is a full member school of the Association of 
Collegiate Schools of Architecture. 


Convention Recap 


John David Mooney dazzled con- 
ventioneers, legislators and town 
people alike with his environmental 
sculpture, “Staccato”. The piece was 
composed of hundreds of construction 
warning blinkers set up on the grounds 
of the capitol.

The audience was visibly 
impressed when Carlos Ott described 
his $500 million commission for the 
New Paris Opera House. The deans 
were in fine form. Neville Clouten from 
Andrews University and Dan Hoffman 
of Cranbrook were new faces.

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Family Shelter: A 
Design Competition 


West Michigan Architects, Design- 
ers and Planners for Social Responsi- 
bility (ADPSR) in cooperation with the 
Inner City Christian Federation of 
Grand Rapids (ICCF) announce: 
“Family Shelter” - A design competi- 
tion for emergency housing for fami- 
lies in crisis. 

COMPETITION GOAL: 

The goal of the competition has two 
parts: To bring greater public and 
professional attention to the growing 
number of families who find them- 
selves without humane shelter; the 
second goal is to assist as established 
housing provider to create a type of 
emergency housing not presently avail- 
able for-homeless families. 

DESIGN CHALLENGE: 

These are families for whom sepa- 
ration during crisis is disastrous. Cur- 
rent facilities for the homeless do not 
meet the needs of these families. 

The challenge of this competition is 
to find innovative, economical and 
humane solutions for the temporary 
sheltering of families. 

A program outline for a multi-fam- 
ily dwelling will be made available to 
entrants. Briefly, the facility is intended 
to house five families for periods not to 
exceed two months. An actual site in 
Grand Rapids has been selected. 
ADMINISTRATION & SPONSOR- 
SHIP: 

The competition has been endorsed 
by the Grand Valley Chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects (ALA) 
and the West Michigan Chapter of the 
American Society of Interior Designers 
(ASID). 

It will be administered by the West 
Michigan Chapter of ADPSR, a non- 
profit coalition of design professionals 
that supports humanitarian priorities. 

The client/sponsor for this compe- 
tition is CCF of Grand Rapids, a highly 
experienced non-profit housing devel- 
opment corporation whose mission is 
to provide safe, affordable and energy 
efficient housing for persons of low 


and moderate income. 
ELIGIBILITY: 

This competition is open to all de- 
signers residing in Michigan or attend- 
ing full time at a college or university 
located in the State of Michigan. 
AWARDS: 

A cash prize of $800 from proceeds 
of the entry fees will be awarded to the 
winner. 

The jury may also name any num- 
ber of merit awards for which no cash 
prize will be given. 

COMMISSION: 

The ICCF intends to award a com- 
mission to the winner to develop con- 
struction documents of the design se- 
lected by the jury. The ability to per- 
form within the owner’s time schedule 
will be a requirement. The award of the 
commission is contingent upon the 
assurance of project financing for both 
construction and operation.

This could be just one more grand 
scheme to reorganize the construction 
industry, but with endorsement by the 
likes of GM Board Chair Roger Smith it 
has more chance than most. 

It began in 1983 at the Business 
Roundtable, a national association of 
some 200 major corporation executives. 
They examined building methods and 
published the Construction Industry 
Cost Effectiveness Report (CICE). The 
report concluded that billions of dol- 
lars were being wasted annually by in- 
efficient or outdated construction prac- 
tices. They made over 220 specific rec- 
ommendations aimed at improving ef- 
ficiency and reducing costs. 

A comprehensive analysis of the 
impact of the CICE program by the 
Construction Industry Institute five 
years later found that $10 billion a year 
could be saved (10-30%) if the recom- 
mendations were followed. Safety and 
quality could also be improved and 
schedules met in small as well as large 
building projects. 

They also learned that the greatest 
impediment to widespread implem- 
entation is user apathy. As a result, 
across the country, local construction 
user Councils have been formed to 
spread the gospel of the CICE pro- 
gram. The Michigan Construction 
Users Council is located in Ann Arbor. 

Several months ago a CICE Study 
Group was formed that includes rep- 
resentatives of the Michigan Construc- 
tion Users Council, MSPE, CEC, MSA 
and AGCA and the Greater Detroit 
Construction Employers Council. 

The CICE Study Group’s initial 
goals are twofold: toincrease the aware- 
ness of the CICE program to users, em- 
ployers and designers and to give the 
construction team a model contract 
document based on key CICE recom- 
mendations that could, with minor cus- 
tomizing of individual project require- 
ments, be included in contract docu- 
ments with architects, engineers and 
contractors. 


Can this marriage be saved? 


Some of the requirements of the 
CICE Supplementary General Condi- 
tions will likely be different from the 
typical way a user, contractor or archi- 
tect performs. Since the Study Groupis 
recommending to upper management 
that they be included in all contracts, 
architects should be familiar with their 
content. Copies of the CICE recom- 
mendations can be obtained directly

There were more than the usual 
activities at the last AIA Board Meet- 
ing. 
Many of these activities parallel 
what we are doing in Michigan. For 
instance the American Architectural 
Foundation has just been restructured 
like the Michigan Architectural Foun- 
dation to encourage public involve- 
ment and financial supportand (о ѕегуе 
as public outreach. 

Likewise as we heat up our legisla- 
tive activity and move toward estab- 
lishing and funding our own PAC 
(Political Action Committee) the AIA / 
PAC is cranking up their fund raising 
efforts. 

The most important parallel for 
Michigan is the 1989 emphasis which 
the AIA will place on youth in the 
Profession. Each region (like Michi- 
gan) has beenasked toidentify a young 
architect who will go to “Grass Roots” 
next month and also attend the con- 
vention in St. Louis. Special leadership 
courses will be stressed and each young 
architect will be instructed on ways to 
share their experience back home with 
other youthful members. Since Michi- 
gan this year identified “Leaders of the 
Future” and plan to provide leader- 
ship training to 1989, this AIA pro- 
gram is made to order for our needs. 
Free registration to the National Con- 
vention will also be offered to all new 
registrants to emphasize youth and to 
try to get new members at the earliest 
possible time. 

Another similarity is financial 
strength. In Michigan MSA Program 
Funds have made possible this year 
and next extensive imaginary programs 
and an improved BULLETIN in tran- 
sition. Atthe Institute financial reserves 
have allowed funding of up to $2.4 
million to battle the Justice 
Department's allegations of anti-trust 
activities without damaging program 
activities. But can you imagine what 
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fantastic additional programs would 
have been possible with that much 
money? 

The new documents have withstood 

the latest onslaught of criticism by 
lawyers of special interest groups. 
There are improved documents and if 
you are not totally familiar with the 
changes, I recommend to you a new 
gray covered document titled “Com- 
parisons of B141 and A201 - 1976/77 
and 1987 Editions” which lays out side 
by side the difference between the old 
and new. 
These only represent the tip of the ice- 
berg of activities. Let me assure you the 
Institute is alive, well and will con- 
tinue to serve us all more strongly in 
the future.

A TRIBUTE TO ARTHUR J. ZIMMER- 
MAN, AIA FROM HIS FRIEND, 
ADRIAN “GUS” LANGIUS, FAIA 

Here is a contribution to honor the 
memory of ArthurJ. Zimmerman, AIA 
from former associates in the Building 
Division of the State Department of 
Managementand Budget. It is intended 
for the Society's Beaubien House. 

Art died at 83, on August 28, 1988 in 
Pompano Beach, Florida where he lived 
after his retirement. He was born in 
Marine City, Michigan and graduated 
from the U of M College of Architec- 
ture and Urban Design in 1927. After 
travel and study in Europe, he was 
registered as an Architect in Michigan 
in 1929. His early professional years 
were spent with Detroit and Pontiac 
architects. 

Art then had a 34 year tenure with 
State Government, most as Chief of the 
Supervision Section of the Division. 
He was highly respected by architects 
and the building industry alike for his 


genial and genuine understanding of 
the problems and pitfalls of on-site 
construction and management and for 
the fairness with which he solved them. 

He was an active member of the 
Mid-Michigan Chapter/AIA and the 
Michigan Society of Architects during 
all of his professional life. He was a 
Society officer and served on many of 
its committees. 

After a funeral service in Pompano 
Beach, his body was returned to Michi- 
gan and interred in his native city. He 
is survived by his wife Helen.

Cornelius Gabler, AIA died at age 
85 on September 14, 1988 in Cape 
Canaveral. He was president and 
owner of CLT Gabler and Associates 
and designed many commercial and 
civic buildings in the Detroit area. He 
was a pioneer in the nuclear facilities 
design field. Phoenix, the first peace- 
time nuclear research laboratory at U 
of M, was his. He also designed the 
Nuclear Research Reactor at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri. Cooley Memorial 
Laboratory and the Detroit Zoo Pen- 
guinarium were other projects. 

He wasactive in the AIA and served 
as president of the Detroit Chapter. He 
chaired the 1937 convention. Dancing 
and hockey were two of his passions. 
He became a member of U of Мз 
Hockey Hall of Fame and he initiated 
the first Annual Architects’ Ball. 

He designed the Marine Recruiting 
Station on Woodward and then joined 
the Marines. He served as a major, 
stationed in the Pacific. 

He is survived by his wife, Jean; 
four stepchildren; and a sister, Anna 
Sparrow. Memorials in his name may 
be made to the U of M School of Archi- 
tecture.
